' REDUCTION WORKS AT RE.V0. < 


The Virginia Enterprise thinks the 


building of a .railroad from Carson 
to connect with the Los Angeles and 
Independence Railroad would insure 
the building 
of 
great 
reduction 


works at Carson or Reno, -for much 
of the ore in the South can be mure 
profitably shipped and mixed with 
other ores than to be .worked separ- 
ately. 
But here is what that paper 


says: 


Our dispatches, Tuesday, from Los 


Angeles 
were 
jubilant over 
the 


prospects of the Los Angeles and In- 
dependence Railroad, and it is rea- 
sonable to believe tuut the greater 
portion of the road will be built dur- 
ing the present year. 
That 
will 


bring railroad 
connection 
within 


a few miles of two hundred miles 
from Carson City. That link ought 
to be speedily filled. Fifteen hun- 
dred dollars per day receipts would 
pay twenty per cent, per annum on 
tne cost of the road, assuming that it 
would not cost over Hi'teen thousand 
dollars per mile. The road would 
skirt one of the finest timber regions 
on the continent; it would command 
the trade of the flourishing mining 
district of Columbus, and the swiftly 
opening districts in EsmeraUla and 
Mono counties. 
There are borax 


and sal', marshes on the road, and at 
its southern terminus it would con- 
nect with a road which would piaue 
Los Angeles and the srashore within 
twenty-four hours of Virginia City in 
Winter, and Lake Tahoo within a 
day's reach of the tourists of South- 
ern California in Summer. The Big 
Trees and Yosernite would be, from 
different points 01 the road, but a 
day's ride distant, and the grain and 
fruit, of Southern California could be 
landed in Carbon as cheaply as it 
now is in San Francisco. 
The build- 


ing of the road would injure the 
building of great reduction works at 
Carson or Beuo, for much of the ore 
in the South can be more profitably ! 
shipped and mixed with other ores ! 
than to be worked separately

have left Aurora out of this count, 
when the prospects now ar« thut the 
trade of that town alone will, before 
three years, justify the building of a 
road to it.
